First change noted in the catalogue is 
insertion of two illustrated pages of 
World War postal markings with explan- 
atory matter regarding their use. In the 
listings of general issues we find the;

From here on 
we cannot attempt to note all price 
changes as these are a matter for each} 
collector to study. The trend seems to 
be upward on early used, with unused 
remaining stationary.

It is to be 
hoped that this trend of recognizing the 
serious doubts regarding many U. S.

The low proportion of catalogue prices 
realized for freaks of printing is possibly 
reflected in cutting one such, No. 78d, 


from $2,000 to $1,000. The statement 
that 216 and 217 were not regularly 
issued is amended to include 218 as well. 

In the last of the Banknote issues we 
find that again the variety “cap on right 
2” is omitted from the listings of No. 220, 
with the explanation it has been proven 
to be an ink variety. Again dollar blocks 
of the Columbians advance in price as is 
true of the Trans-Mississippi. 

In illustration improvements is a series 
of new drawings of the numerous Types 
and sub-types of the 1908-21 series. 
These, it is firmly hoped, will make the 
task of identification just a little easier 
in these troublesome issues. Also, prob- 
ably in recognition of the maze of listings 
the publishers have, after each issue such 
as 1908-09, the imperfs and the coils, 
teferred the reader to a condensed sum- 
mary of other listings of stamps of the 
same design. An improvement that many 
a collector, including the advanced, will 
appreciate.

In the Presidentials we see the reduc- 
tion of Electric Eye blocks to simply one 
item per stamp, with no distinction for 
vertical or horizontal dashes since all the 
Electric Eye sheets now have both. 

The small Northwest Territory issue of 
1938 rises to 10c, the only genuinely 
scarce commemorative of the whole flock. 
In the commemoratives added since last 
edition, a new listing for blocks is added, 
“margin block of four, Electric Eye 
marking.” This is priced on most issues 
midway between an ordinary block and 
a plate block, while in the Famous 
Americans it is priced same as a plate 
block on lower values. 

In other listings changes are minor. 
We could wish that illustrations had been 
added to the postal card section as many 
find these cards extremely difficult to 
identify. The Proofs sections show the 
gradual improvements of added knowl- 
edge of these items which only a scant 
ten years ago or so were almost ignored. 

Immediately following the Postage 
Currency is the new section, Interna- 
tional Reply Coupons. These became fa- 
miliar items to most collectors back in 
the days when our foreign air mail serv- 
ice was being extended and as a result of 
these listings it is expected odd quan- 
tities will appear from collections here 
and there, leftovers of 1928-1933. In- 
cluded are all types prepared by the 
Union for issuance to member countries 
and this will be handy to collectors of 
coupons issued in other countries.

The 1941 Specialized Catalogue 


As usual, the pricings will be criticised 
and much has been said on these both 
pro and con. It is this reviewer’s belief 
that no catalog can ever hope to please 
more than a large group in matters of 
pricing. To the collector of U. S. the 
catalogue’s real value regardless of one’s 
opinions of prices, are its listings. Some 
of these are unnecessarily complex and 
there remain many items which have no 
business among a list of postage stamps. 
Nevertheless, improvements, year by 
year, are being effected in this regard. 





British Colonial Changes 





The Crown Agents for the British Col- 
onies have announced the following 
changes to take place in postal paper: 
244d stamp will be added to the cur- 
rent series of Fiji and Nigeria; colors of 
the 144d and 2d Sierra Leone will be 
changed to lilac and red respectively; 
and Trinidad and Tobago will receive a 
3c in new colors, green and brown. Others 
are expected, due to increases in postag: 
rates throughout most of the empire. 

The KenMore Kollector reports a 
number of changes in Empire stamps are 
imminent. Chiefly these are due to in- 
creases in postage rates in the various 
colonies, necessitating changes of colors 
of certain values, or the addition of new 
values. The increase in postal charges 
seems to have been ignored by a large 
number of post office patrons, with the 
result that postage due collections are 
reaching new highs in volume. Several 
colonies have blossomed with their first 
Due stamps. Among issues now being 
printed or expected to be issued are: 

Barbados, 5 shilling indigo (not black 
as at first reported). 

Bermuda, colors of the 2d and 3d will 
be transposed, the new 2d to be red and 
blue and the 3d blue and black. 

Straits Settlements and Federated 
States, new values of 3c and 15c. 

Trinidad & Tobago, the 3c and 4c will 
change colors, the 4c to red but the new 
color of the 3c is undetermined. 

Falkland Islands, a 3d provisional is 
possible here, due to rapid depletion of 
stocks of 2d and 2%4d used in combina- 
tion with 4 or 1d to make the new rate. 

The KenMore Stamp Co. states there 
is an apparent shortage of Somaliland 
Protectorate stamps as cable orders have 
gone unacknowledged. Extensive stocks

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Hugh M. Southgate 


As mentioned in our stop press item 
of Nov. 2nd, Hugh M. Southgate, found- 
er and President of the Bureau Issues 
Association, died at his Chevy Chase, 
Md., home on October 23. He had been 
in poor health for some time and his 
doctor had attempted to keep him from 
all activity. Mr. Southgate’s hobby was 
the Bureau Issues of the U. S. and on 
these he was a recognized authority. 
Many an intricate philatelic problem has 
been solved by Mr. Southgate. He 
served both the Bureau and Post Office 
unofficially at times as an aid to better 
stamps. His work which brought him 
to Washington in 1910 put him in con- 
tact with Bureau officials and from this 
developed his intense interest in U: S. 
stamps. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Alice 
M., two daughters, a son, a brother and 
a sister. Philately has lost one of its 
outstanding students, one who was ever 
ready to help his fellow hobbyists with 
the results of his studies. 


Tangier Becomes Spanish 


The international city of Tangier 
ceased to be international in fact on Nov. 
4 when forces of the Spanish government 
took over complete control of the city, 
located on the northern tip of Morocco. 
It was at Tangier that the last postal 
service of the defeated Spanish Repub- 
lic functioned in 1939, issuing the last 
stamps of that government. Since Span- 
ish military planes on Nov. 4 forced 
British naval vessels entering the harbor 
to leave, it is expected the British post 
office in the city will be forced to close 
and the curtain rung down on the special 
stamps issued there under British author- 
ity the past 14 years. The current issue 
of Tangier comprised three values of 
Postage Stamp Centenary and regular 
series of England overprinted “TAN- 
GIER.” The status of the office as well 
as the two offices functioning at Tetuan 
and Larache in Spanish Morocco is un- 
certain, but all seem destined for a short 
life at best since Spain has gradually 
been lining up economically and mili- 
tarily with Italy and Germany, and re- 
putedly giving transit to their troops 
filtering into regions adjacent to Gibral- 
tar.

With a cover carrying the massed flags 
of the American Republics in color, Gim- 
bels Pan American Union Golden Jubilee 
Stamp Album proves an attractive addi- 
tion to dealers counters. With a foreword 
by Dr. L. S. Rowe, Director-General of 
the Union and preface and descriptive 
matter by Prescott H. Thorp, Jacques 
Minkus has set the price at $1.00 for the 
64-page album. A single page is devoted 
to each country’s history and place in 
the American Hemisphere and a blank 
page opposite the writeup is for mount- 
ing the Union commemoratives.

James Waldo Fawcett in the Washing- 
ton Sunday Star states that the 3c Abo- 
lition stamp was approved by President 
Roosevelt at the request of Elder Mich- 
aux, Negro radio evangelist and sponsor 
of the National Memorial to the Progress 
of the Colored Race in America, Inc., 
located at 1712 R St., N.W., Washington, 
D.C. At 2 P.M. on the first day at the 
World’s Fair Postmaster General Walker 
was scheduled to present the new stamps 
to ten Negro notables including the Elder, 
Joe Louis, Bill Robinson and Marian 
Anderson. 
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All sorts of stamped envelopes have 
been seen overprinted with the familiar 
“Penalty” imprint and used by the Post 
Office Department without regard of 
course to the stamp on the envelope. 
Roland Horton of Columbus recently 
showed us a variety not to our knowledge 
previously reported — an albino over 
printed and used. It was of the Ic 
stamped envelope and used from the 
Philatelic Agency recently. 





What may be a plate scratch on stamp 
No. 44 of upper right pane plate number 
22620 1c Whitney is reported by C. E. 
Cockrell, Fremont, Ohio. He describes it 
as a “streak across left cheek of Eli 
Whitney.” He had no other pane of this 
position available to check and see if 
variety were only an ink smear or con 
stant. Has any one others of these panes 
to check? 





We have referred before that varia- 
tions in relative positions of portions of 
designs of stamps printed in two or more 
colors is to be expected, is in fact normal. 
Variations in location of the cross on the 
2c Red Cross, the eagle on the 6c air 
mail, the pictures on other bicolors are 
common. They are due mainly to shrink- 
age of paper during printing, as each 
color must be printed separately and 
consequently perfect registration is not 
possible. For this reason a stamp depict- 
ing in colors the U. S. flag is not prac- 
tical, unless some other means than 
recess printing were used. 





We appreciate readers advising us of 
varieties noted on their stamps, but such 
do us little good unless they are known 
to be constant. If you find the same 
variety, exactly the same on same stamp 
in two or more sheets, then it very likely 
is a constant variety. White spots almost 
never are plate varieties and are not

constant since practically all of these are 
due to lack of ink on the plate. A defect 
in the plate would show as a spot of color ; 
as the ink is placed in the recess, not on} 
the surface of the plate. 





Possibly you too have wondered why 
the Newspaper and Periodical stamps of 
1875-1895 were in such odd denomina 
tions. The gentlemen who prepared the 
plans for the Post Office Department in 
carrying out the Act of June 23, 1874, 
recommended these denominations as 
they were multiples of the 2c and 3c 
rates (see below) and no more than five 
stamps would be necessary to prepay any 
mailing. The Act stipulated a postage 
rate of 2c per pound for a newspaper or 
periodical issued once a week or oftener; 
3c a pound if issued less frequently than 
once a week. Since it was deemed im 
practical to place a stamp on each piece 
(the work would cost more than the 
postage) and the placing of stamps on 
bundles would do no good since sorting 
clerks must distribute the bundles; the 
committee came to the conclusion that 
the stamps be affixed to the stub of a 
receipt given publishers at time of mail- 
ing. The mailer paid the postage, ob- 
tained a receipt, while the postmaster af- 
fixed stamps to the stub, cancelled them 
and then turned in the stubs at fixed 
intervals to the Department. The stamps 
were not sold to the public and they have 
the peculiar status of being stamps that 
paid postage but were never affixed to a 
piece of mail. 


@ The first postmaster of the Transvaal 
had the unique distinction of seeing him- 
self referred to in early American papers 
as an “impostor.” The first stamps were 
suspected as bogus productions, since no 
such country was known at that time.

Collectors do not like covers to be 
marked up in this manner. Many other- 
wise fine covers have been ruined in this 
way. And moreover there seems no good 
reason why anyone should object to their 
name remaining on covers. 


In response to the Sept. 28 item, 
Walter F. Richter advises he too re- 
ceived covers by Clipper first flight with 
incorrect amounts of postage, also from 
Auckland, N. Z. The latter had 3/6 on 
cover to San Francisco and 4/- on Los 
Angeles cover. Mr. Richter wonders who 
got the difference between the amounts 
paid and the face value of stamps affixed. 
Any surplus would go to the postal serv- 
ices involved, as otherwise clerks would 
have incentive to not affix full amount. 


“What countries have issued stamps for 
the Postage Stamp Centenary?” These 
stamps are still appearing but as of Oct. 
20 the list includes: Great Britain and 
its Offices in Morocco, Argentina, Burma, 
Cuba (due in November), Paraguay, 
Portugal, Salvador, Mexico, Brazil, Es- 
thonia, Dominican Republic and Bul- 
garia. Guatemala’s series is blockaded 
in the Netherlands, but may eventually 
appear. 


“Is it possible to obtain first day 
covers of 1c and 2c stamps bearing only 
a single 1c or a single 2c?” The 2c is a 
simple matter if you live in the town 
where first day occurs or have a friend 
living there to whom the cover may be 
addressed. Local postage rate in cities 
having carrier service is 2c. The 1c in 
such cities can only be used singly upon 
a post card. The only time a lc can be 
obtained singly upon a cover is when the 
first day point is a post office which does 
not have carrier service. The drop letter 
rate at such places (as country store post 
offices) is only 1c. Such information can 
be obtained only by a careful check with 
your local postmaster, and we do not re-

call a first day sale at any such post 
offices recently. Of course there are freak 
covers bearing singles but in mailing 
such the senders must take the risk and 
the practice is not approved by postal 
officials. 


“I have Germany No. 137-138, the 5 
and 10 pf. pfennig 1921-22 overprinted 
with an inscription date ‘7-14 V. 1923’, 
but do not find it listed.” By May, 1923, 
inflation had progressed to such an extent 
that either stamp was worthless for post- 
age as by January of 1923 letters re- 
quired a 100 mark stamp. The German 
stamp dealers overprinted the worthless 
stamps to use as labels advertising the 
International Stamp Dealer’s meeting at 
Munich May 7-14, 1923. Many other 
private overprints have since been ap- 
plied to these stamps which once were 
available by the bale. 


“How can I obtain a cover from 
Tibet?” Since Tibet is not a member of 
the Universal Postal Union, its stamps 
are valid only within the borders of that 
country; and since current international 
difficulties bar sending of money, obtain- 
ing a cover from this country is no simple 
task. Most covers in philatelic hands 
came through courtesy of missionaries or 
through fortunate contacts with British 
Indian border officials or civilians. We 
have not seen a sure-fire method of ob- 
taining a Tibetan cover. 


“Why didn’t you announce the 
cachet?” Because this cachet was sold 
and unless a cachet is free we decline to 
print the listing other than as paid ad- 
vertising.

Conglomerates from Chicago

Chicago’s first government post office 
was opened in 1831. Prior to that time 
infantry soldiers, from Fort Dearborn, 
handled all mail coming into the city. 
During the second year of its operation 
the total receipts amounted to only $47. 


The postmaster at that time, Mr. Ho- 
gan, instituted a unique system to speed 
up delivery. Discarded boots, nailed with 
the soles against the post office wall, 
served as individual letter boxes. All 
unclaimed letters were placed in Ho- 
gan’s hat and delivered in person to the 
addressee.

City Type CoILs 


It was my good fortune to inspect a 
coil stamp issued in San Francisco that 
so closely resembles the B-11 type that 
it would take an expert to tell the differ- 
ence if the stamp was not on cover. | 
But when on cover one can see that the | 
coil was precancelled singly with a single 
subject typeset because the lines run off 
on the cover. It is very evident that} 
the stamps were placed on the envelopes | 
and then precancelled by the simple} 
procedure of running them on a job press. | 
We have heard several explanations on 
the how and why of these but as yet 
we are not fully convinced. Anyway it’s | 
a neat variety and worth a modest sum | 
for your collection if you go in for such | 
things —J. L. Jones of Greer, N. C., 
sends a neat little auction list with a Ic 
prexy coil precancelled in a type similar 
to U-55.—Rumor has it that the Mau- 
mee typeset coil was used very sparingly 
and that not even an entire coil was 
used. But some dealer is supposed to 
have some of them, laying low I suppose 
’till a fancy price is set on them. An- 
other printing is to be made I under- | 
stand but of course these will likely be | 
the prexy coil if they ever materialize. 
Too, it’s not likely the printer can dup- 
licate his setup exactly so there will | 
also be another type. 





No HOLDOVERS

back from the larger old type bureaus | 
to the new standard small types a few 
of the large old type items came out 
after the B-11 and B-13 types had been 
in use. As I remember it, this embar- 
rassed some album designers consider- 
ably at the time.
